life in the abſence of the ſun ; the hope of returning 
to the dear ſociety of our friends; the proſpect of

Be ſerious in the devotions of the day 


whether publick, or domeſiick, Take a few moments 


. before you enter upon fuch ſolemnities, to pauſe, and re- 


flect on the perfections of the GOD you are going to 


addreſs yourſelf to; on the importance of the buſi - 


neſs you are coming about; on the pleaſure and ad- 
vantage.of a and devout attendance ; and on 
the guilt and folly of an hypocritical formality. When 
engaged, maintain a ſtrict watchfulneſs over your own 
ſpirit, and check the firſt wanderings of thought. And 
when the duty is over, immediately reflect on the man- 
ner in which it has been performed, and aſk your con- 
ſcience, whether you have reafon to conclude, that 
you are accepted of GOD in it? For there is a cer- 
tain manner of going through theſe offices, which our 
own hearts will immediately tell us, it is impoſſible for

Way, a horſe, a inn, a dry coat, of 
good company ; but nothing muſt be loved here, as 
your end or home : Lift up your hearts to heaven and 
fay, If this work and way did not tend thither directly 
or indirectly, it were no work or way for me. What- 
ever you do, do all to the glary of GOD, (1 Cor. x. 31.) 
Direction VIII. Follow fbr labour of your calling 
diligentiy. As for the hours of ly buſineſs, whe- 
ther it be that of the hands; or whetier. it the labour 
of a learned life, not immediately relating to religious 
matters: Let us ſet to the proſecution of it with a 
ſenſe of GOD's authority, (and as it was mentioned 
before) with a regard to his glory.

Or 
if it ſhould not be ſo, yet I am perſuaded, it will be 
much better to repeat the ſame ſcripture in our mind 
an hundred times in a day, with ſome pious ejacula- 
ions formed upon it, than to leave our thoughts at 
the mercy of all thoſe various trifles, which may 
otherwiſe intrude upon us; the variety of which will 
de far from making amends for their vanity.

I am fully. convinced, that 
the expreſſions of ava/king with GOD, of being in the - 
fear of the Lord all the day bo { * ), and above all, 
that of loving the Lord our GO with all our heart 
and foul, and mind and firength (+ ), muſt require, if 
not all theſe circumſtances, yet the fubfance of all 
that I have been — ſo far as we have 
capacity, leiſure and opportunity : And J cannot but 
think, that any might command more of the latter, 
and perhaps improve their capacities too, if they 
would take a due care in the government of them- 
ſelves ; if they would give up vain and unne 
diverſions, and certain indulgences, which only fuit 
and delight the lower part of our nature; and, to ſay 
the beft of them, deprive us of pleaſures much better 
than themſelves, if they do not plunge us into guilt. 
Many of theſe rules would appear eaſily practicable, 
if men would learn to know the value of time, and 
particularly to redeem it from unneceſſary /eep, which 
waſtes many golden hours of the day: hours in which 
many of GOP's ſervants are delighting themſelves in 
him, and drinking in full draughts of the water of 
life; while theſe their brethren are ſlumbering upon 
their beds, and loſt in vain dreams, as far below the 
common entertainments of a rational creature, as the 
pleaſures of the ſublimeſt devotion are above them.

$ 4. I intreat you farther to conſider, whether fi 
a conduct as I have now been recommending, wou 
not conduce much to your comfort and uſefulneſs in 
life? Reflect ſeriouſly, what is true happineſs ? Does 
it conſiſt in diſtance from GOD, or in nearneſs to 
Him ? Surely you cannot be a Chriſtian, ſurely you 
cannot be a rational man, if you doubt whether com- 
munion with the great Father of our ſpirits be a plea- 
ſure, and felicity : And if at be, then ſurely they en- 
joy moſt of it, who keep Him moſt conſtantly in 
view. You cannot but know in your own conſcience, 
that it is this which makes the happineſs of heaven, 
and therefore the more any man enjoys of it upon 
earth, the more of heaven comes down into his ſoul. 
If you have made any trial of religion, tho? it be but 
a fo months or weeks fince you firſt became ac- 
quainted with it, you muſt be ſome judge of it upon 
your own experience, which have been the moſt 
pleaſant days of your life.

and to ſeize it with eagerne and delight. It would 
engage you to make it the ſtudy and buſineſs of your 
life, to order things in ſuch a manner, that the end of 
one kind and uſeful action might be the beginning of 
another ; in which you would go on as naturally, as 
the inferior animals do in thoſe productions and afti- 
ons by which mankind are relieved or inriched , or as 
the earth bears her ſucceſſive crops of different vegeta- 
ble ſupplies. And tho* mankind be, in this corrupt 
fate, ſo unhappily inclined to imitate evil examples 
rather than good, yet it may be expected, that while 
your light ſhines before men, — ſeeing your good works 
will endeavour to tranſcribe them in their own lives, 
and ſo to glorify your Father which is in heaven.
